REMARKS 

The Examiner's attention to the present application is noted with appreciation. The Examiner 
rejected claims 1, 4-6, 8-17, 27-31, 34, 38-45, and 48-55 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Askin et al. The Examiner also objected to claims 2, 3, 7, 18-26, 32, 33, 35-37, 46, 47, and 56-58 as 
being dependent upon a rejected base claim but allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claim. 

Applicant has accordingly amended independent claim 1 to include all of the limitations of 
allowable claim 2, thereby making claim 1 allowable. Applicant has also amended independent claim 34 
to include the limitations of allowable claim 35, thereby making claim 34 allowable. Claims 2 and 35 have 
been canceled, and claims 3 and 36 have been amended to correct dependencies. Thus all independent 
claims in the present application, as amended, are now allowable. 

Applicant therefore submits that all claims in the present application are now allowable, and 
respectfully requests same from the Examiner. However, should the Examiner have any queries, 
suggestions or comments relating to a speedy disposition of the application, the Examiner is invited to call 
the undersigned.
